To get 
new publications from the cast costs us 
expensively as their weight in manw 
script--one dollar per pound express 
treight-or postege. Such being the state 
of thibgs. itis no wonder that our men 
and women. lawyers, doctors, editors 
and all other classes, are “bebind the 
age’’ in literature and essayed doings of 
the day. Such being the case, too, ac- 
counts for the fioods of yellow-covercd 
novels, New York Jedgers, etc.. that are 
crazing the three-fourths of our citizens 
—that is to say. the women. 

The literature of America has already 
felt the ealivening Influence of the war. 
Soon as the sword leaped from the scab- 
bard. the pen experienced a new inepi- 
ration.
